Standing on the brink of a precipice 
xvith one end of a rope fastened to a 
sapling and the other about his neck, 
John Wagner, a young Hokah man, 
j sent a bullet into his breast and fell 
to a doubly-certain death on a hill 
near La Crescent Sunday 
morning, 
because he could not make a living. 
Ile had been in iii health and Sunday 
morning as the church bells called 
together the good people, he ended 
it all on the hillside overlooking Lake 
Coamo. 
That Wagner had earetnlly planned 
every detail of the tragedy was made 
apparent by the condition ut the body 
when found a fexv hours later. 
A bul­ 
let had probably ended his life but 
as the body fell the rope which was 
fastened to a tree above his 
head 
j had tightened about his neck 
and 
strangled xvhat life, if any, remained. 
Wagner chose a precipice on the 
hillside upon which to end his life. 
A stout rope was first tied to the loxv- 
er branch of a tree and a noose fitted 
about his neck. 
Then walking close 
to the edge of the precipice he plac­ 
ed a revolver at his breast and fired. 
The body lunged forward and swung 
off the edge of the ledge, the noose 
pulling taut under the ear. 
I he dangling body xvas seen about 
three hours later by a farmer 
who 
was driving down tile bluff road a 
short distance from the scene. 
An 
alarm was given and the body re­ 
in ox’ed to the village. 
Deceased was about 30 years of age 
and until ill health forced 
him to 
cease xvork he xvas employed by the 
farmers in the vicinity of Hokah as 
a helper. 
He leaves a mother and 
brother who reside in the village. The 
funeral xviii be held tomorrow. 
Since the suicide rumors of disap­ 
pointed love being the cause of the 
deed have been going the rounds in 
I h'kali, but this could nut be verified.

He wants to see our infant industries, such

riotism for these infant industries that he will gladly endorse an increas­ 
ed tariff on these things, that the infant industries may double the price 
of what he eats.
